or intensely interesting. It depends 
much on the way it strikes the 
subject. Therefore, every photog- 
rapher should make it his business 
to learn as mich about Hghting as 
he possibly can. 

There are really but two ways 
you can learn about lighting. One 
ds to work indoors with artificial 
light, and the other is to step out- 
doors and learn what can be done 
with aunlight. And since most snap: 
shots are made outdoors, you'll prob- 
ably find {. easfer to follow the sun 
it course. 

Two factors that play an impor: 
tant part fa securing appealing out: 
door picturea are the time of day 
you take your pictures and the way 
you pose your subject in regard to 
the direction of the light - 

For instance, the best hours for 
anapshooting are fairly early {n the 
morning, say about two hours after 
sunrise or around two hours before 
sunset, The sun is then not too high 
in the sky, and produces not only 


later in the day, tha longer the 
shadows will be, and long shadows 
often enhance pictorial effect. 

As for posing your subjects, re- 
member that you can take pictures 
with the sun either behind the 
camera, to one side of the camera, 
or with the sun in front of the 
camera, Hach gives you a different 
lighting effect so pose your subjects 
accordingly. When shooting toward 
the sun, however, the lens should 
be protected from the direct rays 
by a lens hood, shaded by your 
hand, or perhaps by a shadow cast 
by some nearby object, - 

If it’s a sidelighted picture you 
want, pose your subject so that he 
Is efther partially or completely 
sideways to the sun. 

Finally, if you want backlighted 
pictures, pose your subject so that 
he is between the camera and the 
sun,
